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Clinton calls Bush’s tactics desperate 


Bill Clinton said Thursday that President Bush had “sunk to a new 
low” in making a campaign issue of his college trip to Moscow and over- 
seas war protests of two decades ago. Bush said he’d merely “expressed 
what was on my heart” and wasn’t about to stop. 

“I just think he’s desperate,” Clinton said before leaving Little Rock, 
Ark., for Missouri to prepare for Sunday’s leadoff presidential debate. “I 
felt real sad for Mr. Bush yesterday. Here we are on our way to debate 
the great issues facing this country and its future, and we’ve descended 
to that level.” 

Bush said Wednesday night on CNN that Clinton should “level with 
the American people on the draft, on whether he went to Moscow and 
how many demonstrations he led against his own country from a foreign 
soil.” He steered clear of the subject Thursday but said, “I'll probably 
have more to say about that later.” 

The Democratic candidate has said he did protest the Vietnam war and 
did visit Moscow on a college vacation, but he has bristled at Bush’s 
attempts to suggest there was something wrong in his actions. 

Clinton, then 23, was studying in England when he took a 40-day trip 
by himself through Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Finland, the Soviet 
Union and Czechoslovakia in late 1969 and early 1970. 


Congress approves Western water bill 


WASHINGTON — Ending years of regional political frustration, 
Congress on Thursday finally approved water programs in 17 Western 
states — including $922 million to complete the Central Utah Project. 

The omnibus water reclamation bill won Senate approval by an 83-8 
vote after Sen. John Seymour, R-Calif., abandoned a three-day effort to 
block the legislation because of the California water distribution issue. 

It was not certain whether President Bush will sign the bill, which sev- 
eral advisers, including Interior Secretary Manuel Lujan, have urged 
him to veto. 

A close campaign fight in California, which has one-tenth of all 
Electoral College votes, may hurt the bill’s chances. 

Sen. Jake Garn, R-Utah, and other members of Western congressional 
delegations want the president to sign the bill. 


senate passes $27-billion tax measure 


WASHINGTON — An adjournment-bound Congress on Thursday 
approved a $27 billion tax bill with urban aid and expanded Individual 
Retirement Accounts, sending it to President Bush and a likely veto. 

Although the bill includes several provisions Bush wanted, it would be 
financed by selectively raising taxes. 

“There is more good medicine than bad medicine in this,” said Sen. Bob 
Packwood of Oregon, senior Republican on the Finance Committee. 

Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, D-Texas, chairman of the committee, said the bill 
is an “honest, good-faith effort” to meet Bush’s objections. 

The Senate approved the bill by a 67-22 vote. It had cleared the House 
Tuesday by a 208-206 margin. 

The legislation grew in part out of the April riots in Los Angeles, and 
was intended to show the government’s interest in building up the inner 
cities and rural areas of poverty. It ballooned into a much larger package 
benefiting numerous businesses and groups of individuals. 


93 stamps to honor American culture 


WASHINGTON — From rock and rhythm to country and Broadway, 
the U.S. Postal Service is facing 1993 with a song in its heart. 

Next year’s postage stamps will include Buddy Holly and Otis Redding, 
Hank Williams and the Carter family, “Porgy & Bess” and “My Fair 
Lady.” 

The stamps will cover such contrasting music as Patsy Cline’s country 
twang, Ritchie Valens’ love song to Donna and Henry Higgins’ struggle 
to bring cultured speech to a poor flower seller. 

“In January, there will be more Elvis sightings than ever,” said 
Postmaster General Marvin Runyon, announcing that 300 million 
stamps honoring the late king of rock ‘n’ roll will go on sale following 
first-day ceremonies in Memphis on Jan. 8, which would have been 
Elvis’ 58th birthday. 

Introduced as Rockin’ Runyon, the postmaster general stood below a 
sign reading “Embassy of Rock and Roll,” at the Hard Rock Cafe, which

ter pain of regret and hardship. And 
in its sorrow it has longed for a return 
to its former state. It sent out Ponce 
de Leon to find a fountain of miracu- 
lous nectar that would not only stop 
the decay of the physical body but 
also, we must assume, bring back 
vitality of the spirit. Unsuccessful, the 
world wept at the words of its own 
poets who spoke of youth as being for- 
ever in time but lost to the present. “... 
Make Much of Time”; “Seize the Day”; 
“... While you may... time it is a fly- 
ing.” And the idols of today have found 
doctors who accept a small fee in 
return for a temporary restraining 
order of the aging process. They nip, 
and tuck, and sculpt to keep up the 
mending wall. But eventually even 
Elizabeth Taylor starts to look old, 
and her beleaguered words show that 
it’s the spirit within that needs the 
work. And we sigh. It seems that 
truly, Nothing Gold can Stay — we 
lose our baby teeth, and then our hair, 
and then our memory. We lose our 
painters, our visionaries, and then our 
prophets. Nothing is forever young 
because it seems that nothing is forev- 
er. John Keats found a way to pre- 
serve his own passions and youth in 
the image of a Grecian Urn, but his 
vision is comforting until it is fully 
understood; for it is static and without 
the very lifeblood it seeks to hold. It is 
youth. And the world laments that 
when it finally understands its signifi- 
cance and freedoms, it is gone. 

It is a phenomenon worthy of study; 
and since the world is our campus at 
Brigham Young University we ought 
to be able to commission enough dis- 
sertations that the world might some- 
day associate us with the study of its 
lost youth. But I submit that we will 
never cure what ails it. For how can 
we understand what we have not 
experienced, and how can we help if 
we cannot sympathize? For the star- 
tling revelation for BYU and the cul- 
ture it represents is that youth need 
not pass but becomes the environment 
of learning and the nirvana of our 
entire mortal lives. This is promised 
in the Gospel of Jesus Christ, and is 
delivered via the Spirit of Promise to 
all who seek to learn by that same 
Spirit. And when that Spirit is invited 
into our classrooms we are endowed 
with a healthy dose of the youth of the 
Universe. In youth we think we will 
live forever. But isn’t that true any- 
way? And when we are reminded of 
this in an academic setting we realize 
that it’s not only us, but our families, 
and our ideas, and our joy that will 
rise up at the resurrection to take 
upon the eternal qualities of youth. It 
is interesting that when we envision 
our Creator we picture a being old and 
wise, but then we picture our own 
post-mortal selves we see ourselves as 
young and wise. This is a construction 
born of our mortal experience and our 
ties to the ways of the world, for in 
reality we must bear both the possibil- 
ities of youth as well as the responsi- 
bilities of age. This is not so startling 
when you realize that it is precisely 
the academic agenda of our dear BYU 
— for we study the toils and the tri- 
umphs of youth and age in both mor- 
tal and immortal contexts. Where else 
in this modern world could one-com: 
pare thé works of Virgen Enoch in 
the same sentence? The plays of 
Shakespeare and the parables of the 
Savior? The songs of David and the 
hymns of Ebeneezer Beasley? Or: the 
politics of Rex Lee with those of 
Robert E. Lee? And all of this with the 
added option of a second opinion 
through contemplation and subse- 
quent personal revelation from our 
Father in Heaven. 

There need be no time lost in wist- 
fulness for days gone by when one 
believes that the glory days include 
today and every day thereafter. At 
Brigham Young University exists the 
spirit of youth, even its fountainhead, 
in its very mission: to fuse the learn- 
ing of man with the teachings of 
Heaven. Our most wise Professor has 
not only given us access to His great 
library, but has promised us an eter- 
nal life in which to study. And though 
our mortal bodies steadily wind down 
unto death, our spirits seem to grow 
only stronger and to gain more vitali- 
ty. 
Our great founder said once, in his 
own unique fashion, that our religion 
accepts all truth. And Brigham Young 
went on to shock his listeners by say- 
ing that we accept the truths of this 
Earth, those of Heaven, and those in 
Hell. That wherever Truth is taught, 
if it is pure, then we claim it as a 
church. And he charged us to seek 
after it. And that means running to 
Africa, and to Tibet, and to the Moon 
— it means using our bodies while we 
may and our spirits at all times to 
glean what lessons we can out of the 
incredible diversity of this world. To 
touch and feel and taste it. To docu- 
ment and put it into practice in our 
lives. To share it with each genera- 
tion. And when we leave this sojourn, 
to offer it back to the God who placed 
it for us, partially hidden, that we 
might be instructed on high as to its 
universality and sublime nature. 

Recently I visited Dead Horse Point 


near Moab in southern Utah with a 
group of Honors students. We got 
there at sundown to see the last shad- 
ows of the day engulf the canyon 
below. Then we turned our eyes to the 
Heavens and watched the stars flicker 
on, the Milky Way to find its path 
across the sky. In awe we discussed 
the majesty and the mystery of God. 
And we shared the questions we 
would ask Him if we were called to a 
meeting. We did not give answers, 
only posed questions. But as we laid 
silently upon the cliff edge, travelling 
through the Heavens to holier realms, 
one answer did float back down to us 
from above ... If these are the ques- 
tions of your hearts, then why do you 
wait to ask them? Ask them of Me 
now. 

‘And isn’t that the essence and the 
difference of an education at Brigham 
Young University? “We got the tools, 
and we got the talent.” Indeed, why 
wait?

“Forever Young: BYU’s tradition of 
complete education” 

One of the things I like most about 
BYU’s Harold B. Lee Library are the 
stairs. 

Yes, whenever I need to climb to the 
fourth floor, I enter the north lobby 
and ascend the marble staircase. 
Why? because of the hollows in the 
steps there that follow along the 
handrail all the way up to the landing 
and beyond. Have you ever seen 
them? They’re just the right size for 
your foot, worn smoothly into the 
stone steps by the anonymous multi- 
tudes that used them over the years. 
Halfway up the flight of stairs, this 
scripture adorns the wall: “And as all 
have not faith, seek ye diligently and 
teach one another words of wisdom; 
yea, seek ye out of the best books 
words of wisdom; seek learning, even 
by study and also by faith.” Doctrine 
and Covenants 88:118. 

“And as all have not faith ... “ That 
starts me thinking. 

I remember my junior year as a high 
school student in Colorado very clear- 
ly — it wasn’t that long ago. Of all my 
classes, I preferred my advanced 
placement U.S. history class. I actual- 
ly looked forward to attending. I loved 
debating American issues, and my 
teacher encouraged my interest. An 
elderly Southern belle nearing retire- 
ment, she held a doctorate in history 
and wore it on her sleeve. She contin- 
ually reminded us that she’d be teach- 
ing history at the university level if it 
weren't for this, that, and the other 
thing, so we’d better work hard. 
Despite her predisposition for pompos- 
ity, I liked her. 

One day, my teacher asked me to 
stay after class. Being a high schooler, 
I naturally became concerned, but she 
quickly alleviated that initial worry — 
and gave me another one to take its 
place. My eyes widened at the unusual 
request: she wanted me to speak on 
the origins and early history of 
Mormonism to my history class. My 
heart jumped inside me. Of course I 
would! Then she laid out her only lim- 
itations — I couldn't talk about visits 
from God, Christ, that “angel ... Moro 
ui WHhatéver his name was,” or our 
“gold Bible.” She required only what 
she termed “the historical facts.” 

I shouldn’t have been surprised. 
After all, most of my public school 
teachers separated church and state 
to the point where they’ almost 
endorsed atheism. At the very least, 
their attitudes suggested that God 
held little credibility in scholastic dis- 
cussion, and that if we were to be 
taken seriously as students, we would 
refrain from references to Deity or 
other insinuations of that ilk. How, I 
thought, was I going to explain what 
it meant to be a member of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints under such stifling stipula- 
tions? It’s easy to imagine how my 
presentation went. Sure, I thoroughly 
covered the sociopolitical aspect of the 
Mormons, especially in regards to 
their differences with their neighbors 
in New York, Ohio, Missouri and 
Illinois. Unfortunately, the class never 
did understand how the Mormons 
could have bred such a virulent hate 
in their enemies. Was I shocked at 
their confusion? Not really. How could 
they possibly comprehend those con- 
flicts between the early Latter-day 
Saints and their foes without knowing 
the revolutionary claims of the 
Restoration? I’m afraid my grade 
wasn’t that great on the oral report. 
Knowing my history teacher, I 
attribute that poor score more to the 
various times I slipped and called 
Joseph Smith a Prophet of God rather 
than on any incorrect information. At 
any rate, my next report — it was 
about gangsters in the 1920s — got a 
much better grade. After all, the gang- 
sters’ hedonism was accepted much 
better in my school’s educational envi- 
ronment. Am I being unfair to my 
teachers? I don’t think so. School real- 
ly didn’t allow for spirituality. 

The scripture says, “Seek learning, 
even by study and also by faith.” After 
my high school years, I questioned 


whether it was possible to mesh the 

two. I found the solution in 

Christianity’s guiding myths, or 

beliefs: the central stories of Adam 

ac Eve, and Christ’s successive sacri- 
ce. 

Forever young. So many of us dream 
of eternal youth. Well, Adam and Eve 
lived in that fantasy. There, in the 
Garden of Eden, they defied death, the 
ichor of immortality flowing in their 
veins. It would appear as if they had it 
all. And for what did they trade this 
eternal youth? For knowledge! Adam 
and Eve lost eternal youth by partak- 
ing of the fruit of the Tree of 
Knowledge of Good and Evil and dis- 
obeyed God in the process. Today, we 
as college students want knowledge 
too, in spite of its bad track record. 
How exactly will this acquisition of 
knowledge affect us? 

For many of the students that 
shared high school U.S. history with 
me, the search for knowledge pro- 
duced only partial success. After hav- 
ing their youth in Eden, they left for 
the university and elected to partake 
of the fruit of Knowledge of Good and 
Evil in a near-ritual repetition of 
Adam and Eve’s choice. They came to 
know the Fall firsthand — and even 
though they’ve had their fill of the 
Fruit, they left hungering for the 
missing pieces of the big picture. My 
friends’ stunted enlightenment yield- 
ed only ambiguity and cynicism, leav- 
ing them soured and disillusioned 
with their futures, old before their 
time. Why were they left so bankrupt? 
Because ultimately, their knowledge 
is impotent, dealing only with the lim- 
ited scope of secular mortal existence. 
Must we endure the same, or can we 
gain wisdom and exaltation simulta- 
neously? 

The answer to this dilemma consti- 
tutes our richest tradition here at 
BYU. One of the privileges of partici- 
pating here lies in our university’s 
dedication to teach the whole story, 
not just part of the picture. “Respice 
finem,” we learn from the Gospel — 
look to the end, for something better 
awaits the faithful. Almost paradoxi- 
cally, we still partake of the wisdom 
found in our post-Fall world, just like 
all other universities. “Carpe diem,” 
says this wisdom. Seize the day. 
There’s nothing wrong with the tem- 
poral attitude of “carpe diem”; in fact, 
we should be commended for making 
the most of this probationary state. 
Rather, we realize that BYU’s tradi- 
tion stems from a combination of these 
divergent, seemingly contradictory 
tenets of the Plan of Salvation. We 
begin to unlock our reserves of unre- 
fined divinity through the grace of 
Christ, instructing ourselves “more 
perfectly in theory, in principle, and in 
doctrine.” (D&C 88:78) 

In other terms, the recognition of our 
religion as an essential ingredient in 
our education helps us overcome the 
flaws we find in worldly wisdom. It is 
the LDS Tao — spiritual yin plus sec- 
ular yang. BYU’s mission makes us 
whole. We reap the blessings of the 
Redemption, thereby removing the 
Fall’s bitterness. Interestingly 
enough, we are not alone in this per- 
ception. Many individuals that would 
“seize the day” also see something 
more in the human spirit and recop- 
nize a need to address man’s untapped 
potential. For example, one of the 
world’s finest authors, philosopher 
Ralph Waldo Emerson, called humans 
“gods in ruins,” even “dwarves of our 
former selves.” Emerson is right: our 
inheritance lies not only in the earth, 
but also in the heavens. Along these 
lines falls BYU’s singular philosophy. 

Still, there are those that don’t see 
the desirability of these BYU tradi- 
tions. Frequently we hear the cry, 
“BYU is the Harvard of the West.” 
Many would disagree with that state- 
ment, myself included. Harvard we 
are not, and thank God for that. 
Harvard and the other fine universi- 
ties of our planet deserve their distinc- 
tion in the annals of humankind, for 
they accomplish their stated mission 
in an outstanding fashion. But here at 
BYU, we have different goals. We 
serve a different God. This tradition 
permits a curriculum of completeness 
and a haven for truth where profes- 
sors and students alike can sample 
the wisdom of all our Father’s realms. 

Forever Young. We’ve found the 
secret so many individuals seek — 
right here at Brigham Young 
University. By bonding science and 
religion, the forum and the devotional, 
we strive to return to the glory of 
Eden and beyond. 

Every time I climb these worn stairs 
in the Harold B. Lee Library, my grat- 
itude for our tradition of more perfect 
learning contrasts greatly the frustra- 
tion I felt in my high school history 
class. It’s an honor to wear these 
library steps down a little bit more 
during my stay here at BYU. By study 
and by faith, I too am determined to 
be forever young through the knowl- 
edge and testimony I receive here. 
Together, let’s seize the day and 
extend our educational renaissance 
throughout the land as we enter to 
learn and go forth to serve.

BYU, Fresno State 
to cap Homecoming

Two hot defenses will meet two 
even hotter offenses Saturday 
when BYU meets new Western 
Athletic Conference member 
Fresno State at noon in Cougar 
Stadium. 

Both teams have been playing 
very well lately, making this 
matchup a big one for FSU (3-2, 1-0 
in the WAC), which has a shot at 
the WAC title, as well as for BYU 
(2-3, 1-2), which is still hoping to 


‘salvage a shot at postseason play. 


With three consecutive stellar 
performances under their belt, the 
WAC-leading Cougar defense is 
beginning to look like a buzzsaw. 
“We are playing pretty good right 
now,” Felt said. “Our players are 
getting more confident.” 

But FSU is bound to put points on 
the board Saturday. The Bulldogs 
high-powered offense comes to 
Provo boasting the nation’s third- 
best scoring offense (43.0 points per 
game) featuring a potently bal- 
anced attack. FSU averages 243.6 
yards a game passing, 226.2 yards 
rushing. 

“T don’t think Fresno State has 
scored less than 30 (it’s actually 36) 
points this year,” Felt said. “We’ve 
got our work cut out for us to hold 
them under that.

He says being an elu- 
sive receiver is just as important as 
having blazing speed. 

Chow says BYU likes to perpetu- 
ate the fact that Drage is slow to 
opposing teams but that he can run 
and has what Chow calls “good 
football speed.” 

Drage is possibly best known 
around the nation for his catch 
against the University of Texas-El 
Paso last year where he tipped the 
ball five times before catching it in 
the end zone. The catch was shown 
time after time on ESPN and other 
national highlight films. 

This year against Utah State, a 
Ryan Hancock pass looked like it 
was underthrown to Tyler 
Anderson and would possibly be 
intercepted, when out of nowhere 
Drage emerged and made a shoe- 
string snag. Many fans were won- 
dering how on earth Drage ended 


up with the ball until they saw the 


catch later on highlight films. 

Drage said he feels concentration 
is the most important skill needed 
in becoming a good receiver. 
Drage’s receptions against UTEP 
and Utah State are good indica- 
tions that he practices what he 
teaches. 

Drage graduated from Santa Rita 
High in Tucson Ariz. and lettered 
three years in basketball and two 
years each in football and track. 
Drage was also named Arizona 
Player of the Year in 1988. 

In 1990 Drage had six catches for 
87 yards and 2 touchdowns. Last 
year Drage caught 46 passes for 
1018 yards and 10 TDs. This year 
Drage leads the NCAA in receiving 
with 29 catches for 618 yards and 
is averaging 123-yards per game. 
Drage shares his wide receiver 
duties with Bryce Doman, Tyler 
Anderson and Otis Sterling.

Devern Perry, a professor of man- 
agement communication, has done 
statistics for BYU over thirty 
years. Many of those years were 
spent in open-air press boxes. He 
said many times he had to wear 
three layers of clothing and type 
statistics with gloves on.
